TU E SPIR IT OF TWO MEN. 


A short time ago there was held in 
Syracuse, New York, a convention of car­ 
riage builders, and at the banquet sever­ 
al speeches were [made, two of which 
were especially noticeable on account of 
the wide diffeienoe in the [spirit of the 
two men who delivered them. One was 
made by the Hen. Frank 
Hiscjok, 
United States senator from New York; 
the other was spoken by Mr. Q. H« 
Burrows, ef Cincinnati, a meohamo and 
a manufacturer of cairiages. Mr. His- 
cook is a fine orator—a man of splendid 
presence, in his speech he said: — 
The a^cumulation of wealth [and intel­ 
ligence is what every man—every one 
who is a man—should require as bis aim 
sod his purpose in life. I am one of 
th^se, sir, who believe in the accumula­ 
tion of wealth. I am not a communist, 
and do not believe in scattering it. 
I 
believe that every man should achieve 
for himself all that he can in that direc­ 
tion. 
Th ire was a class of practical men 
present at the banquet, men woo had 
wogkei themselves up to positions of 
honor by industry. The words ut M r. 
Hisocok—the politician—seemed to mee* 
with no sympathetic response, for when 
he closed there was a dead silence, the 
whole bearing of th) great audience 
seeming to co Odem n the selfish view of 
life taken by the orator. 
Following Mr. Hiscook, was Mr. Bar­ 
rows. Among the many good things he 
said were these: 
The day may come, my friends, when 
what is in "Looking Backward” may be 
true. But never, never, shall we regu­ 
late industry, or social life, or anything 
that we have to do with on this mundane 
sphere, by beginning at the top and or­ 
ganizing it out of imperfect material; 
never, so 
long as in oar school­ 
houses boys are taught that the whole 
end of life is to get, and that all they are 
to subtract and divide for is to know 
how mnoh money they can get; never, 
until man has learned that the duty of 
life is to serve; until eveiy man knows 
and feels and acknowledges that he is 
here on this footstool for no other pur­ 
pose than to sea how much and bow well 
he eau serve his brother man. 
When Mr. Barrows sat down there was 
loud and long-continued applause from 
all aides of the banquet hall. He had 
struck a popular chord. He represent­ 
ed a better life than the politician did. 
He represented a gospel that means the 
giving to help others, that means the 
profit-sharing between manufacturers 
aud employes and that means bridging of 
the gulf between capital and labor. He 
spoke of a righteousness that mast ex­ 
ist among the accumulators of wealth if 
there shall ever be a practical solution of 
labor problem. 
It is pleasant to note that this country 
has alarge number of men who rebuke the 
politician—Mr. Hiscook. Peter Cooper 
was one of them. His wealth has bleat 
thousands of poor young men and worn 
en. Isaaao Williamson bas scattered five 
millions for poor young men.

Pearson, of Chicago, bas scattered over 
a quarter of a million during the present 
year.

Enorm ous V elocity o f the W inged Crea­ 
tures. 
A writer in the St. James Gazette 
sa^s: "It has been computed that the 
common house fly in ordinary flight 
makes 600 strokes per second and ad­ 
vances twenty-five feet; but that rate 
of speed, if the insect be alarmed, may 
be increased six or seven fold, so that 
under certain circumstances it can out­ 
strip the fleetest race horse. 
It is no 
uncommon thing to see a bee or wasp 
endeavoring to get in at a window of a 
railway train in full speed, and it is 
calculated that if a small insect can 
fly faster than a racehorse can run, an 
insect as large as a horse would be able 
to travel as fast as a cannon ball.” 
Leunwenholk relates an exciting 
chase which he beheld in a menagerie, 
about one hundred feet long, between 
a swallow and a dragon fly—among the 
swiftest of insects. The insect flew 
with incredible speed, and wheeled 
with such address that the swallow, in 
spite of its utmost efforts, completely 
failed to overtake and capture it. A 
pigeon fancier of Hamme, in West­ 
phalia, recently made a wager that a 
dozen bees, liberated three miles from 
their hive, would reach it in better time 
than a dozen pigeons would reach their 
cote from the same distance. The com­ 
petitors were given wing at Rhyhem, 
a village nearly a league from Hamme, 
and the first bee reached home a quar­ 
ter of a minute in advance of the first 
pigeon. Three other bees reached the 
goal before the second pigeon, the main 
body of both detachments finishing al­ 
most simultaneously an instant or two 
later. The bees, it may be mentioned, 
had been handicapped in the race, hav­ 
ing been rolled in flour before starting 
for purposes of identification. Accord­ 
ing to Chabrier, the male of tho silk­ 
worm moth travels upward of one hun­ 
dred miles in one day, and there are 
many of our British moths, as ento­ 
mologists well know, which can cover 
long distances in an incredibly short 
space of time.

ON TOTTERING THRONES. 


O M IN OUS MUTTERINGS IN POR­ 
TUGAL AND SPAIN. 


Fears that They W ill Follow tho Ex­ 
am ple of Brazil—F ighting Reported 
at R io—Dom Pedro's Farew ell. - ~ 


TH E NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


L is b o n ’, N o v . 2 0 .—The Portuguese Re­ 
publicans are greatly elated at the success 
of the Republican coup d'etat in Brazil, 
and there are mutterings of distant thun­ 
der which are beginning to confirm the be­ 
lief already expressed that something of 
the same nature may be attempted in this 
country. 
Portugal is about ready for a 
revolution, and singularly enough, the 
conditions for it are similar to those which 
have exploded in the Fouth American 
empire. 
It is not possible, however, that 
the establishment of a Republican form of 
government could be effected so quietly 
and suddenly in this small and thickly 
populated country, and considerable fear 
exists th^t a bloody scene may be enacted 
if the Republicans make up their minds t& 
try to imitate the revolutionists of Brazil. 
The court is seriously alarmed and the 
Cabinet is much perplexed at the ap­ 
proaching arrival of Dom Pedro aud his 
family. 
It is impossible to tell what effect 
it may have upon the country, although 
the fact that the refugees are amply pro­ 
vided for by the civil list of Brazil re­ 
moves one cause of irritation wuich weuld 
have been sure to excite the Republicans. 
It is not clear what can be done in this 
dilemma, and whatever is done is pretty 
certain to be objected to by the hostile 
agitators. 
The Portuguese army is in nearly the 
same state of mind as the Brazilian army, 
ana is more or less ready to forswear al­ 
legiance to the King and set up its own 
presidency and ministry. 
There have been 
noticeable of late frequent signs of insub­ 
ordination, and similar evidences of a rest­ 
less desire to overturn the existing regime 
have been observable in political circles of 
Spain among the Spanish Republican!. 
That this sort of thing will sooner or 
later come to a head in Portugal no one 
here seems to doubt, and the impetus 
which has been given to the growing dis­ 
content by the Brazilian revolution makea 
the danger to the present government im­ 
minent.

REPORTED 
FIGHTING 
IN BRAZIL. 


Rumors of an A ttem pt to R estore Dom 
Pedro. 


P a r i s , Nov. 20.—The Figaro says that 
merchants in Hamburg have received dis­ 
patches from Rio Janeiro stating that a 
movement has been started in that city 
for the restoration of Dom Pedro, and 
that fighting has occurred in the streets 
between the Monarchists and Republi­ 
cans. 
Rio d e J a n e i r o , Nov. 19.—-The repub­ 
lic has been declared in all the provinces. 
Emperor Dom Pedro made the follow* 
ing reply to the communication of the 
new government informing him of his 
deposition: 
‘In view of the address handed me the 
17th inst, at 3 o'clock p. rn. I resolve to 
submit to the force of circumstances—leave 
with all my family for Europe to-morrow, 
leaving this beloved country, which I have 
tried to give firm testimony of my affec­ 
tionate love and my dedication during 
nearly half century as Chief of the State. 
I will always have kindly remembrances 
of Brazil and hopes for its prosperity.

Some Figures on the Cost of Running 
Our New Navy. 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
N o v . 
20 —Commodore 
Dewey, chief of the bureau of equipment 
and recruiting of the Navy department* 
has made his annual report to Secretary 
Tracy. 
He asks for a considerable In­ 
crease in the appropriation over the past 
year on account of new vessels. 
These 
vessels have a greater steamer capacity 
than the old ones, and thus the fuel bill has 
become greater. 
During the year the 
Dolphin used $35,000 worth of coal, and 
as it is proposed to keep twenty-five 
vessels in commission all the time the re­ 
port estimates the cost of coal to be $873, - 
OOO per annum. 
On June 30 last there were 8,147 enlist­ 
ed men aud apprentices in the navy. 
The 
report recommends a more rigid stand­ 
ard regarding the citizenship of those who 
enlist, and says that hereafter every man 
or boy who offers to enlist should he native 
born Americans or a naturalized Ameri­ 
can, or declare his intention to become a 
citizen,

THE MARINE CONFERENCE. 


Three Im portant Am endm ents to the 
N avigation Rules Adopted. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Not. 20.—At the session 
of the international marine conference 
three important amehafnents were adopt­ 
ed. 
The first was on motion of the dele­ 
gate from the Netherlands as follows: 
In making any course authorized or 
required by theso regulations a steamship 
under way shall indicate thht coifrse to 
any other 3hip which Is in sight by the 
following signals on yie th istle—namely, 
one short blast to mean “ I am directing 
my course to starboard;” two short blasts 
to mean “ I am directing my course to 
port;” three short blasts to mean “ I am 
going full speed Astern.” The use of these 
signals is optional, but it they are used the 
course of the ship must be in accordance 
witW the signal made. 
The second aramendment was on motion 
of the delegate from Great Britain, 
pro­ 
viding that in clear- weather at sea no 
vessel shall attempt to Gross the bows of 
the leaders of any squadron of three or 
more ships of war in regular formation 
nor unnecessarily pals through the lines 
of such squadron. 
The third requires all 
towing steamers 
to 
display 
an ad­ 
ditional bright white light six feet above 
or below the regifla^lights.

NOTICE TO FOREIGN POWERS. 


The Provisional Government of Brazil 
Sends Out a Circular. 
Rio j a n e i r o , N o v . 20.—The provisional 
government of Brazil has prepared and 
forwarded by cable to other governments 
an official circular announcing the depos­ 
ing of the Emperor and the establishment 
of the republic. 
It generally recites the 
facts about the establishment of the new 
government as already outlined in press 
dispatches, 
stating that all contracts, 
treaties and agreements of the old govern­ 
ment will be faithfully observed. It says 
that order prevails and will bo maintained, 
and that all the provinces are a unit in 
support of the new state of affairs.

20.—The Chemung 
river is very high and is still rising rap 
idly.

CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—The lawyers for the 
defense were not in a pleasant state of 
mi lid when court opened Tuesday morning 
for the resumption of the Cronin murder 
triaL 
The disastrous failure of their witness, 
Stiffs to establish an alibi for Dan Cough­ 
lin worried them. 
It was a bad blow to 
the theory of the defense, and they fully 
realized it. 
The first witness was Redmond Mc­ 
Donald, a policeman of the East Chicago 
avenue station. 
McDonald testified that 
he went to Casey’s funeral on the after­ 
noon of May 4 in a buggy with Officer 
Richard McCormick. 
He said that he 
went on duty as a patrolman at 7 o’clock 
that evening. 
He remained on duty till 
4 o’clock in the morning. 
“Did you see Dan Coughlin that night?’* 
asked Mr. Forrest. 
“I did.” 
“Where did you see him?” 
“ I saw him go into the station.” 
“At what time?” 
“Aboil* 8:45 or 9 o’clock.” 
“Are you a member of camp 20?” 
“Yes, sir.” 
Cross-examined by Mr. Hynes: 
•‘What’s your number in Camn 20?” 
“Seventy-two.” 
“That’s pretty 
ancient membership, 
isn’t it?” 
Mr. Forrest objected and the court said: 
'I don’t see what importance that has. It 
only shows tnat he joined early.” 
“It means that he was a member of 
Camp 96,” said Mr. Longenecker. 
McDonald could not remember whom he 
saw at the Casey funeral, where he went, 
nor what he did on the day of the funeral. 
“How long did you stay at the church 
at mass?” 
“I didn’t go inside.” 
“You staid in the buggy?” 
“Yes.” 
“Where did you go while mass was 
being said?” 
“I don’t remember.” 
“Wherever you went you staid in the 
buggy?** 
“Yes, sir.” 
“Was Martin Burke at the funeral?” 
“I didn’t see him.” 
“Did you see Dan Coughlin atG arrity’s 
saloon when you came back from the 
funeral?” 
“I did not.” 
“Did you go to Dinan’s Saturday night 
to ask if the rigs were all in?” 
“I did not.” 
“Where was Coughlin when you saw 
him that night?” 
“ He was standing on the station steps. 
He seemed to have come from Clark 
street and took a few steps from that di­ 
rection.” 
“Did you talk to him?” 
“I said ‘good evening* and he said the 
same.” 
“Was Coughlin apparently watching for 
anybody?” 
“No. He was just standing there.” 
“You knew Scott was a member of 
Camp 20?” 
“Yes.” 
“How did you know Coughlin was sus­ 
pected of complicity in the case?” 
“I read it in the papers.” 
“ Was that before or after the body was 
found?” 
“Before.” 
‘ ‘■Is it not a fact that there was not a 
word in the papers about Coughlin having 
hired a rig from Dinan till May 25, three 
days after the body was found?” 
“I don’t remember.” 
“Why did you tell Scott?” 
‘Because I heard of Coughlin being sus­ 
pected, and I thought it ought to be 
known that I had seen him.” 
♦‘Did you tell any one except Scott?” 
“No, sir.” 
“Why?” 
“ Because I was a member of camp 20 
and I did not want to get my name mix^d 
up with the case.” 
“Butt Scott was in the same fix as you 
were, 
ne was a member of Camp 20 and 
liable to bo suspected himself. 
Didn’t you 
tell your supenor officers?” 
“ I told Lieuts. Ripley and Bolden.” 
“Didn't you say to them it was 8 o’clock 
when you saw Coughlin?’ 
“I don’t remember.” 
“When did you tell the defense about 
it?” 
“ Last Saturday.’ 
' “Did you tell Capt Schuettler that you 
did not know anything apout Coughlin’s 
movements when the captain called you 
into his office a few days after the body 
was found?” 
“I did not.” 
Then a section of the defense of O’Sul­ 
livan was introduced. William Mulcahey, 
on© of the iceman’s employes, was called 
to the stand. 
Mulcahey testified that he went to work 
for O’Sullivan about April 2. 
About a 
week or so after a man, whom O’Sullivan 
said was Detective Coughlin, came to th© 
O’Sullivan house and spoke to O’Sul­ 
livan in the hearing of the witness. 
The stranger asked O'Sullivan if he 
was well acquainted in Lake View. O’Sul­ 
livan replied that he was. 
Then the 
stranger asked him if he knew J ohn 
Kunze. 
O’Sullivan replied that he did. 
“ Well,” said the man, “if you see him 
tell him to call me up at the Chicago Ave 
nu© station—that I want to see him. 
Mulcahey testified that O’Sullivan had 
told him to go see Dr. Cronin about a sore 
on his leg, as ho, O'Sullivan, had a 
tract with the doctor to treat his 
ployes. 
Coming down to May 4, Mulcahey swore 
that he was with O’Sullivan peddling ice 
till late in the evening. 
Then he had sup­ 
ped 
and 
O’Sullivan 
was 
at 
the 
table. 
About 9 o’clock O’Sullivan went 
upstairs to bed, and soon afterward Mul­ 
cahey followed him. 
Some time later, 
about 
IO 
o’clock, 
witness 
thought, 
he was awakened by hearing some of 
the 
workmen 
returning. 
O’Sullivan 
went down stairs to let them in. 
Later 
yet, Mrs. Whalen and her sister came 
into the room where O’Sullivan and wit­ 
ness slept to get a cot which was in that 
room. 
There was a light in the room. 
Mrs. Whalen spoke to O’Sullivan. 
O’Sul­ 
livan remained in the room all night. 
“Do you remember getting any cards of 
O’Sullivan’s in the last of April?” 
“I did; I got about IOO and distributed 
them around the stores and saloons.” 
“Do you remember seeing O’Sullivan 
talking to old man Carlson?’ ’ 
“I do.” 
“ What was said?” 
“Old man Carlson asked O’Sullivan if he 
knew any of those parties that had rented 
the cottage, and O’Sullivan replied that he 
did not know any of them. 
On the cross-examination Mulcahey said 
that he had known O’Sullivan’s brother 
in Iowa, and had a letter of introduction 
from this brother to the Lake View man. 
Mulcahey’s memory was defective. 
He 
coaid not remember where he stopped 
when he came to Chicago, except that it 


con­ 
eine 


Hylands were present; ’Mulcahey had 'no 
recollection of any of the circumstances of 
that evening; could not recall who were 
at the table, whether O’Sullivan was there 
or not 
He could not remember when 
O’Sullivan went to bed that night nor at 
what time they had supper. 
‘ ‘Can you swear that O’ Sullivan was 
not out of the house Saturday night, May 
4?” 
“I can, unless when I was asleep,” 
“Do you always wear your beard shaved 
off?” 
“I do.” 
“How often did you get shaved last 
spring? Didn’t you let your beard grow 
once two weeks abotlt the last of April?” 
“I can’t remember. I 
usually get 
shaved every Friday.” 
“Did you get shaved on the last Friday 
in April last?” 
“I can’t remember.” 
“What is the State’s attorney driving 
at’ Does he think Mulcahey to be the 
man who drove the white horse?” the 
spectators asked one another. 
The suspi­ 
cion was strengthened by subsequent ques­ 
tions. 
“Did you go to see Dr. Cronin when 
O’Sullivan told you to?” 
“I did n o t” 
“You did not see Dr. Cronin on the 4th 
of May?” 
“I did not.” 
“You’re sure of that?” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
“Have you an overcoat?” 
“I have.” 
“ What kind of a coat is it?” 
“A brown one.” 
“How high are you?” 
“ I don’t know.” 
“What is your weight?” 
“About 140.” 
At this point the witness got all tangled 
up, and O’Sullivan, the defendant, who 
was trembling with fear, arose to his feet 
and said: 
“ Your honor, please 
” 
“But he was cut short by Donahoe and 
Forrest roaring out: 
“Sit down.” 
The iceman was so excited, however, 
that he again jumped to his feet, and For­ 
rest caught him by the coat and chucked 
him down into his chair. 
Just as the witness was leaving the stand 
Juror Culver asked him what kind of a 
coat he wore. 
“A brown coat,” Mulcahey replied. 
Juror Culver (addressing the court) — 
May we examine the coat, your honor? 
The coat was brought in and shown to 
the jury. 
It was a rough, brown chin­ 
chilla. 
Saw O'Sullivan Go to Bed. 
Thomas Whelan, a first cousin of P. 
O’Sullivan, was then sworn. He said that 
O’Sullivan had made his home with him for 
six years. 
Whelan is a gripman on the 
north side cable road. On Saturday even­ 
ing, May 4, ho returned home from work 
about 7:15 o’clock and O’Sullivan was there. 
They had supper between 7:30 and 8 
o’clock. 
O’Sullivan sat next to witness at 
the table. 
About 9 o’clock Whelan saw 
O’Sullivan and Mulcahey go up stain to 
bed. O’Sullivan was not out of the house 
that night. Three of O’Sullivan’s icemen. 
Bob” Boynton. James Mlnnehan and 
James Knight left the house about 8:15 or 
8:30 o’clock. The witness did not hear 
them return. One night at the supper 
table Whelan heard O’Sullivan speak of 
the contract he had made with Dr. Cronin. 
On 
Sunday evening, May 5, when 
Whelan returned home from work Patrick 
McGarry and the Hyland cousins were 
there. 
The Hylands remained until IO 
o’clock, and O’Sullivan accompanied them 
to the street car. 
Mr. Hynes cross-examined tho witness. 
He said that he ate supper with O’Sullivan 
and the Hylands that Sunday evening, but 
he could rot remember whether anybody 
else was at the table. 
When McGarry 
came to tho house inquiring about Dr. 
Cronin’s 
disappearance 
the 
witness 
“thought back,” and be knew that O’Balli 
van was home on Saturday night, May 4. 
An Effort to Impeach Mrs. Conklin. 
William Glenn, a newspaper reporter, 
was next examined by Attorney Forrest. 
On Saturday, May ll, the witness called 
on Mrs. T. T. Conklin for an interview. 
She said that the horse Capt. Schaack 
brought there May IO in no way resem­ 
bled the horse that drove Dr. Cronin 
away. 
The horse that drove the doctor 
away, Mrs. Conklin said, was spirited, 
and the one that Capt. Schaack brought 
to her to identify was jaded and old. 
Favorable to O’Sullivan. 
Robert Boynton was then called. On the 
4th of May he was boarding at Tom 
Whelan’s. 
The witness has known O’Sul­ 
livan five years. 
He ate supper with the 
family on the 4th of May. 
O’Sullivan 
was present. 
After sapper the witness 
and James Knight and James Minnehan 
went to a saloon where they played cards 
until about IO o’clock. 
It was about 8:15 . 
o’clock when they lett the house. They 
von* ills’ 
passed the Carlson cottage on the wa j to 
the saloon and saw no light in it. On their 
return home they passed the cottage once 
more, but saw no light 
O'Sullivan got 
out of bed and let them in. 
Shortly after 
their return home Mrs. Whelan and her 
sister, who had keen shopping, were ad­ 
mitted by James Minnehan. 
The witness said that on Sunday night, 
May 5. 
the Hyland cousins were at 
O’Sullivan’s house. 
He saw the taller 
one of the cousins at the house two weeks 
later and he saw both of them 
at the 
house last Sunday night. 
He did not 
see the Hylands go away on Sunday night, 
May 5. 
A “Fake” That Was Not Used. 
Edwin Jones, a newspaper reporter, 
was then sworn. 
On the day after the 
discovery of the Carlson cottage he said 
that 
two 
other 
reporters 
and 
himself visited the famous house. 
On 
their way out they bought a 
small 
quantity of cotton batting and a liver. 
The liver was smeared on the cotton bat­ 
ting. 
They were going to 
have 
a 
“scoop.” 
When they arrived at the 
cottage they found two officers guarding 
the rear door. 
They entered the base­ 
ment and strewed the liver-stained cotton 


’Knight, 
over Lake 
part t>r tnem to Mulcahey and 
and they distributed them all 
View. 
On Sunday night, May 5, the witness 
saw the Hylands at O’Sullivan’s house. 
He also saw Pat McGarry there. 
About 
IO o’clock O’Sullivan left the house with 
the Hylands. 
On cross-examination the witness said 
that he started to work for O’Sullivan 
about the 10th of April. 
He had known 
O’Sullivan about nine years. 
“When did you next see the Hylands at 
O’Sullivan’s house?” 
“I saw both of them there Sunday 
night, May 12.” 
“You ore sure about that?” 
“Yes, sir; I’m positive.” 
The witness further said that he went to 
O’Sullivan’s house last Sunday evening at 
the request of Attorney Donahue. 
They 
talked the case over among themselves and 
each man heard what the other was going 
to testify to. 
The Hylands were there 
and rehearsed their stories. 
T h e 
B l o o d y T r u n k . 
Jacob Schnur, a trunk manufacturer, 
testified that he and Mr. Forrest visited 
the State’s attorney office last week and 
saw the trunk found on the Evanston road 
May 5. The trunk was made in Mr. 
Schnur’s factory and the style has been on 
the market for nine years. 
The lock and 
key were very common.

w riters M cGranahan is entitled to first 
place, w ith Sankey a good second, then 
Stebbins, next Towner, w ith Excell brin g ­ 
ing up the rear. 
B ut tow ering fa r above them all, both 
as a singer and composer, stands P. 
P. 
Bliss, 
who perished 
in the A shtabula dis­ 
aster in 1876.
